A big article appeared in 
the Boston Globe about gold 
being found in Wilmington. 
“Streets of Wilmington 
paved with gold,” the head- 
line read. The story, though, 
was part of the hoax. It was 
apparently planted, without 
verification. 

One man showed a piece 
the size of a coconut, but it 
was “fool’s gold.” Locally, 
Henry Sheldon is said to 
have bought stock in the 
company. 

Doc Parsons had “salted” 
the hillside near his house, 
on land where Webber Street 
would later be built. It was a 
sneaky process, where a few 
gold nuggets would be 
loaded into a shotgun and 
fired into the ground. There 
were some holes dug in the 
ground, and he had some 
gold to show. But you could- 
n’t fool people for very long, 


about gold swindles. And 
soon, they began to demand 
their money back. 

There was also an iron bar 
in the ground, supposedly 
marking a burial site for 
pirate treasure. Of course if 
a treasure hunter got close 
to the gold, a devil spirit 
would move it elsewhere. 
The iron bar was on the 
bank of the old Middlesex 
Canal, and probably had 
been for canal boats, going 
round the bend in the canal. 

Doc Parsons’ daughter 
used to do exercises in her 
room every night. Her room 
was on the ground floor, in 
back. Somebody found out 
about it, and it got so all the 
“young bloods” would be in 
back of the Parsons home 
every night. One night, Doc 
Parsons found out, and he 
let go with a charge of buck- 
shot.

Medication disposal program at Police Department 


TEWKSBURY -This past April and 
October, the Tewksbury Police 
Department joined other local police 
departments and the Drug 
Enforcement Agency (D.E.A.) to offer 
one day drug take-back initiatives to 
safeguard their residents and the envi- 
ronment. After participating in the 


D.E.A. sponsored National Drug Take- © 


back Programs, and considering the 
upswing in prescription drug abuse, it 
became apparent that this community 
would benefit from more access to this 
disposal process. 

On December 14 the Tewksbury 
Police Department went one step fur- 
ther in fulfilling this necessity by 
unveiling a permanent “Unwanted 
Medication Kiosk” in the lobby of the 
Police Department, so that citizens can 
safely dispose of expired, unused, and 
unwanted prescription drugs as need- 
ed. 

The kiosk is a secured, locked, and 
video monitored receptacle designed to 
be a collection point for expired, 
unused, and unwanted medications. 
There is a slot on the front that is capa- 
ble of accepting sealed plastic bags 
containing pills. NO liquids or sharps 


may be deposited into this kiosk. 
Residents are instructed to remove the 
pills from the prescription bottles and 
seal them in a plastic “Ziploc” type bag 
before arriving at Police 
Headquarters. Tewksbury Police 
Department will not be supplying 
materials for the disposal of unwanted 
medications nor do they want residents 
to be packaging the unwanted meds in 
the lobby. The pills should be ready for 
immediate deposit into the kiosk upon 
arrival to the Police Department lobby. 

The purchase and installation of 
Tewksbury’s new kiosk was grant fund- 
ed through a cooperative partnership 
between the Tewksbury Board of 
Health, the Lowell Health Department, 
and the Upper Merrimack Valley 
Public Health Coalition. The funding 
was provided by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health (MDPH) 
Bureau of Substance Abuse Services 
(BSAS) in an effort to reduce opioid 
overdoses. Lowell Health Department 
is one of 15 MassCALL2 communities 
that received funding from the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health (MDPH) Bureau of Substance 
Abuse Services (BSAS). In an effort to 


develop an initiative for the proper dis- 
posal of prescription drugs, the Lowell 
Health Department received grant 
funding to purchase these kiosks. 
Tewksbury Police Department is one of 
several local communities that have 
taken advantage of this opportunity. 

Rates of prescription drug abuse in 
the United States are increasing at 
alarming rates, especially for 
teenagers who report they can easily 
obtain prescription pills from medicine 
cabinets in their own and other peo- 
ple’s homes. Common practice has 
been for residents to dispose of their 
unwanted medication by throwing it in 
the trash or toilet. Unfortunately some 
communities are finding drug residue 
in surface waters and/or water sup- 
plies. 

This is a great service being provided 
and it is going to make a positive 
impact on our community. The 
Unwanted Medication Kiosk provides 
an environmentally safe solution to get 
rid of expired, unused, and unwanted 
medications, keeping them out of the 
ae of our youth and our water sup- 
ply.

“Chuck” Nichols asks for 
the cooperation of postal 
customers to keep walk- 
ways and curbside mail- 
boxes clear of snow and ice 
to ensure the safe and effi- 
cient delivery of mail this 
winter. Additionally, he 
asks customers to keep 
exterior areas lighted to 
assist carriers safely deliv- 
er mail during the winter 
months, a time when dark- 
ness arrives earlier in the 
day. 

“The Postal Service 
treats safety and service 
with equal priority,” said 
Nichols. “We are seeking 
your help to ensure that 
you receive the quality of 
service you expect, and 
our letter carriers are safe 
from the perils they face 
during the winter.” 

Letter carriers are espe- 
cially vulnerable to slips, 
trips and falls during the 
winter months, he said, 
adding, “It is extremely

The Green Communities 
Act, which created DOER’s 
Green Communities pro- 
gram, was cited by the 
American Council for an 
Energy-Efficient Economy 
(ACEEE) as a primary rea- 
son for ACEEE’s recent 
ranking of Massachusetts as 
first in the nation its energy 
efficiency policies and pro- 
grams, moving California 
out of the top spot for the 
first time since the ranking 
was first published four 
years ago. ACEEE’s 
October report pointed to 
the effectiveness of the 
Patrick-Murray 
Administration’s integrated 
approach to creating jobs, 
helping clean energy busi- 
nesses thrive, improving 
energy security and lower- 
ing energy costs, while 
reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions 

Massachusetts is in the 
midst of 30-fold increases in 
from 3.5 
megawatts of solar installed 
in 2007 to over 100 
megawatts of solar now 
installed or under contract, 
and from 3.1 MW of wind 
installed in 2007 to over 85 
MW of wind installed or in 
design or construction. As of 
December 2011 there were 67 
megawatts of installed solar 
and 44 MW of installed wind 
power statewide. Governor 
Deval Patrick has_ set 
statewide goals of 250 MW of 
solar power by 2017, and 
2,000 MW of wind power by 
2020. 

“Saving municipal dollars 
on new lighting, renewable 
energy and weatherization, 
investments like these also 


cut energy consumption 
helping us to meet our 
statewide clean energy 
goals,” said Commissioner 
Sylvia, who presided at 
today’s award ceremony in 
Bedford. 

Massachusetts is at the 
end of the energy pipeline 
and imports all of its fossil- 
fuel based energy sources 
from other regions of the 
country or other parts of the 
world - including some 
unstable or hostile to the 
U.S. Of the $22 billion 
Massachusetts spends annu- 
ally to buy the energy that 
runs its power plants, build- 
ings and vehicles, 80 percent 
flows out of state to pur- 
chase coal from Colombia, 
oil from Venezuela, and nat- 
ural gas and oil from the 
Middle East and Canada. 
That’s nearly $18 billion in 
lost economic opportunity 
that Massachusetts stands 
poised to reclaim through 
investments in home-grown 
renewable energy and ener- 
gy efficiency such as those 


supported by Green 
Communities grants. 
In November, DOER 


awarded its latest round of 
grants worth $3.7 million to 
the state's newest 21 Green 
Communities - including the 
six celebrated _ today. 
DOER's November grant 
round funds an array of 
projects across the state, 
including the installation of 
solar panels on town office 
buildings, weatherization at 
schools and municipal build- 
ings, installation of high- 
efficiency street lights, and 
several energy efficiency 
upgrades. In addition to 
these six communities, 
awards were made to 
Buckland, Deerfield, 
Holland, Granby, Mendon, 
Middlefield, Millbury, 


Monson, Revere, Sherborn, 


Shutesbury, Somerville, 
Sutton, Topsfield, and Truro. 
They joined 53 other cities 
and towns named in previ- 
ous rounds of Green 
Communities designations, 
bringing the total number of 
official Green Communities 
to 74. These communities 
are eligible for awards to 
fund local renewable power 
and energy efficiency proj- 
ects that will advance both 
municipal and state clean 
energy goals. 

“I am delighted that the 
Patrick administration has 
provided communities 
across the Commonwealth 
with the opportunity to 
lower energy costs and con- 
sumption,” said Sen. Susan

Tewksbury was awarded 
$207,725 to fund several 
measures in multiple build- 
ings including the retro- 
commissioning, making 
sure that all systems are 
mechanically operating as 
they should, of the police 
station, two fire stations, 
and the Wynn, Ryan, Heath 
Brook and Trahan Schools, 
and energy efficient lighting 
at the Dewing School. 

The Green Communities 
Grant Program uses funding 
from auctions of carbon 
emissions permits under the 
Regional Greenhouse Gas 
Initiative to reward commu- 
nities that win Green 
Communities designation by 
meeting five clean energy 
benchmarks: 

- Adopting local zoning 
bylaw or ordinance that 
allows "as-of-right siting" - 
a allowing a project to pro- 
ceed without requiring a 
special permit or any type of 
discretionary approval - for 
renewable and/or alterna- 
tive energy research and 
development facilities, man- 
ufacturing facilities or gen- 
eration units; 

- Adopting an expedited 
permitting process related 
to the as-of-right facilities; 

- Establishing a municipal 
energy use baseline and a 
program to reduce use by 20 


percent within five years; 

- Purchasing only fuel-effi- 
cient vehicles for municipal 
use, whenever such vehicles 
are commercially available 
and practicable; and 

- Requiring all new resi- 
dential construction over 
3,000 square feet and all new 
commercial and industrial 
real estate construction to 
reduce lifecycle energy costs 
(i.e., adoption of an energy- 
saving building "stretch 
code"). 

DOER calculates Green 
Communities grants using a 
formula that caps awards at 
$1 million and provides each 
community with a $125,000 
base grant - plus additional 
amounts based on per capita 
income and population, and 
for municipalities that meet 
Green Communities 
Criterion 1 for energy gener- 
ation. 


_ In addition to grants, each 


Green Community is pre- 
sented with a certificate 
from the Commonwealth, 
four road signs identifying it 
as an official Green 
Community, and receives at 
least one Big Belly solar 
trash compactor for munici- 
pal use.

growth.” 

Employers project that 
these training funds will help 
produce 1,700 new jobs. The 
Patrick-Murray 
Administration has invested 
over $64 million through the 
Workforce Training Fund to 
train over 85,000 workers 
across the Commonwealth in 
a range of critical and 
emerging industries since 
2007. 

“We are committed to help- 
ing employers and our work- 
force with this program and 
are pleased to see a wider 
variety of businesses apply- 
ing for these grants,” said 


Secretary of Labor and 


Workforce Development 
Joanne Goldstein: “We look 
forward to new and robust 
rounds of applications with 
approximately $18 million in 
funds for the coming year.” 

The fiscal year 2012 budget 
established the Workforce 
Training Fund as a trust 
fund, allowing for collection 
and disbursement of funds as 
needed by businesses, rather 
than on an annual appropria- 
tion cycle. 

“To start, the grants are 
available on a rolling basis,” 
said President and CEO of 
the Executive Office of Labor 
and Workforce 
Development's 
Commonwealth Corporation 
Nancy Snyder. "Businesses 
can apply when they are 
ready rather than in accor- 
dance with an application 
deadline. We also revised 
forms and policies to make it 
easy for small businesses to 
jointly apply for a grant.” 

“I applaud the Patrick- 
Murray Administration for 
their efforts in securing over 
$11 million in workforce 
training funds,” said Speaker 
Robert DeLeo. “During this 
blue collar depression, it 
remains infinitely important 
to focus on job creation in the 
Commonwealth.” 

“These grants will give 
employers across the 
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Commonwealth the 
resources they need to help 
create jobs and _ provide 
workers with additional 
training,” said Senator Karen 
Spilka. “As our economy con- 
tinues to grow, this program 
will ensure we have a trained 
and highly skilled workforce 
to help Massachusetts main- 
tain its competitive edge and 
remain as a leader in these 
cutting-edge industries.” 

“Workforce training funds 
are an investment in our peo- 
ple and our future,” said 
Senator Dan Wolf. “And with 
the Trust Fund's creation, 
hands-on support can be dis- 
tributed in a more timely 
fashion, when and how it's 
needed, proof positive that 
job creation remains our top 
priority.” 

Next year’s Workforce 
Training Fund will have 
approximately $18 million in 
grants available and any 
business that pays into it is 
eligible to apply for one. 
Program options include 
matching grants, off-the- 
shelf trainings for small busi- 
nesses and new worker train- 
ing grants for veterans or 
individuals who have been 
unemployed for at least six 
months. Workforce Training 
Fund grants are available for 
up to $250,000. Small busi- 
nesses are especially encour- 
aged to collaborate and 
apply. Additional information 
regarding the application 
process and options is avail- 
able atwww.mass.gov/wtfp. 

Since January 2011, 138 
companies from throughout 
the Commonwealth have 
been awarded a total of 
$11,382,220.25 in Workforce 
Training Fund General 
Program grants from the 
Workforce Training Fund to 
provide skills training to 
their workers. 13,796 workers 
will participate in skills 
training activities. 

Grant recipients include

grant of $34,392’ Tecomet

spread 
by word-of-mouth throughout 
Woburn and neighboring com- 
munities. 

Maguire, a 34-year-veteran 
of the force, encountered 57- 
year-old Dominic Cinelli, just 
paroled despite having been 
sentenced to three lifetime 
prison terms, while respond- 
ing a jewelry. robbery at 
Kohl’s department store dur- 
ing the height of a blizzard on 
Dec. 26, 2010. 

Blocking Cinelli’s path to a 
largely residential section of 
the city, Maguire was critical- 
ly wounded in an exchange of 
gunfire with the lifelong crim- 
inal. 

But before Cinelli could 
escape, the mortally injured 
Maguire squeezed off one last 
round from his_ service 
weapon — the first time the 
longtime patrolman had ever 
discharged his gun in the line of 
duty — and downed the suspect, 
who would later be pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

“I know my brother was probably 
thinking, ‘It’s snowing like crazy. I’m 
going to sit in my cruiser and go home 
at 1 a.m. and be safe,’” Chuck Maguire 
imagined during last night’s vigil. 

“And then he gets into a shooting 
match with the baddest of the bad. If 
this guy had gotten away from Jack, 
who knows what would have hap- 
pened,” his sibling, a retired law 
enforcement officer himself, reflected. 
“Cinelli was not going to stop. If he got 
into one of those houses, more people 
would have been shot.” 

Last night, as at least a dozen of 
Maguire’s former Woburn Police co- 
workers snapped to attention, while 
other officers from Burlington, 
Stoneham, Reading, and Winchester 
stood vigil in solidarity, the crowd 
observed a solemn moment of silence 
for the fallen 60-year-old husband and 
father. 

Prior to that silent tribute, Chuck 
Maguire, former and current Woburn 
Police Chiefs Philip Mahoney and 
Robert Ferullo, Mayor Scott Galvin, 
and State Rep. James Dwyer (D- 
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Maguire one-year anniversary 
remembrance ceremony

Woburn) 
all spoke briefly about Maguire’s sacri- 
fice. 

Whereas just one year prior the flash- 
ing blue streaks of police cruiser 
strobes in the parking lot was a precur- 
sor to a difficult year of mourning by a 
stunned city, many speakers on Sunday 
considered the unplanned gathering as 
an example of a community that had 
circled the wagons and emerged 
stronger and more unified. 

“He’ll never be brought back to us, 
but some good things have happened in 
the past year,” said the mayor, who 
credited Maguire’s family for shoulder- 
ing not only their own grief for their 
patriarch’s passing, but also the collec- 
tive burden of the community’s strug- 
gle to come to terms with the officer’s 
passing. 

Mahoney and Ferullo also repeatedly 
thanked Maguire’s family for being a 
rock of support for the community, 
while also recognizing the support 
from various police departments and 
law enforcement agencies across the 
Commonwealth. 

“I'd like to thank all of them for the 
past a said retired Chief Mahoney, 
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who 

has received counseling for depression 
in the wake of Maguire’s murder. “This 
is about Desiree and her loss. I never 
thought something would affect me in 
this way, but just seeing Desiree here 
tonight makes me feel better.” 

Dwyer, who worked as the Assistant 
Chief of Probation for juveniles in 
Middlesex County before becoming a 
state legislator, was also introduced by 
Maguire’s family and heralded for 
introducing parole reform legislation 
that will hopefully prevent a similar 
tragedy from occurring in the future. 

Dwyer, a good friend of both brothers 
who sat with the family at the Lahey 
Clinic while doctors unsuccessfully 
tried to revive the fallen officer, saw 
the fruits of his labor succeed last 
month, when new legislation was 
passed in the Senate that will deny 
parole to repeat violent offenders. 

“[My brother’s death] will be the cat- 
alyst for that,” said Chuck Maguire, a 
staunch advocate for imposing strict 
new parole rules for violent criminals. 
“The bottom line is we want to keep the 
bad guys in jail.” 
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Coach of the Ee Sease Scanlon

-There’s no question that 
Steve Scanlon can coach. 
And all due respect to all of 
the other Wilmington High 
School athletic coaches, 
Scanlon is the best one in 
the entire athletic depart- 
ment. He’s the second 
longest tenured coach in the 
WHS system behind Sue 
Hendee, and year-in-and- 
year-out, his teams win 
games, win league champi- 
onships, are state tourna- 
ment contenders, are No. 1 
seeds, and make deep state 
tournament runs. His teams 
do that year after year after 
year, and when you can 
accomplish all that he’s 
accomplished, yes it’s easy 
to say that he can coach 
because it’s very seldom to 
find a coach in this state 
who wins as often and as 
consistently as Steve 
Scanlon does in both ice 

hockey and soccer. 

-Sceanlon is the clear cut 
winner for the Wilmington 
Town Crier’s 2011 Coach of 
the Year after guiding the 
ice hockey team to its fourth 
straight league title, tenth in 
the 16 years while compet- 
ing in the Cape Ann League, 
and advancing to the 
Division 2 North sectional 
semi-finals. This is the 
fourth time Scanlon has 
earned the TC COY award, 
with the others coming in 
1999, 2000 and 2008, while 
two years ago he was voted 
by a panel of ten local 
sportswriters and fellow 


WHS Coaches asthe Town 


Crier’s Coach of the 2000-09 
decade. He has earned a 
tremendous amount of 
respect from fellow hockey 
and soccer coaches - and his 
teams have been successful 
no matter the sport or the 
league. 

The past two weeks the ice 
hockey team has started out 
its competition in the 
Middlesex League, the third 
hockey division in which 
Scanlon has guided his 
teams since the 1991-92 sea- 
son, first in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference and then 
to the Cape Ann League 
starting in 1995 until this 
past winter where his teams 
won ten league champi- 
onships in 16 years, includ- 
ing two different stints of 
winning four titles in a row. 
The past two weeks, the 
Wildcats have continued the 
success with exciting games 
with Woburn, Reading and 
Lexington - going 1-1-1 
against those three teams. 

Throughout his career as 
the WHS hockey coach, 
Scanlon has a career record 
of .250-143-41, as he reached 
the impressive 250 win mile- 
stone on Friday night with a 
2-1 non-league win over 
Peabody. And while he has 


led the 2008 team to the 
Division 2 state champi- 
onship game, and the 1999 
team to the Division 2 North 
Finals, this past season may 
have been his best coaching 
season to date. A year 
removed from a 20-win sea- 
son, including a league title 
and a deep tournament run, 
the 2010-711 Wildcats 
returned just seven players 
with any varsity experience 
this past year, and they com- 
bined to have 37 career 
points. The extremely young 
and inexperienced Wildcats 
- behind a core of strong 
defenseman and a superb 
goalie -- rallied out of 
nowhere to finish league 
play with an amazing 13-1-1 
record, taking the Cape Ann 
League title for the fourth 
year in a row, while finish- 
ing the season with an 18-3-2 
record, which included post- 
ing two tournament victo- 
ries before losing in the sec- 
tional semi-finals to come 
two wins away from advanc- 
ing to the state champi- 
onship. 

Through his 20 years as 
head coach, Scanlon is aver- 
aging 12.5 wins per season, 
is averaging a league title 
once every other year and 
has an overall winning per- 
centage of .640 if you dis- 
count the ties and .576 if you 
count the ties. This past win- 
ter was another banner 
year, which started with so 
many question marks dur- 
ing the two-week tryout ses- 
sion. 

“We are obviously rebuild- 


“ing,” said Scanlon during 


the 2010-11 team preview 
interview. “We’re replacing 
16 kids. We’re just hoping to 
get better and better, step by 
step, and get some contribu- 
tions from other players. 
The first line will score, but 
we’re going to need a lot 
more than that.” 

And that’s exactly what 
happened. The Wildcats’ top 
six players - Cam and Andy 
Owens, Dalton Rolli, Brian 
Hurley, John Malone and 
goalie Joe Aucoin were noth- 
ing short of sensational all 
season long, but add to that 
three freshmen forwards - 
Cody McGowan, Brendan 
McDonough and Luke Foley 
who formed a tremendous 
second line, and then a solid 
core of complimentary play- 
ers, who probably played 
just as big of a role as a 
whole than the first six play- 
ers, and all of a sudden the 
Wildcats were picking off 
huge wins all season long, 
and against some very good 
teams. In fact, Wilmington 
finished 8-2-2 against teams 
that advanced to the post- 
season, including a 6-0 
whitewashing over 
Tewksbury, the same team 
who never lost again after 
that game with the Wildcats

and won the Division 2 state 
championship title at the TD 
Bank North Garden three 
weeks later. 

“It took a little while and to 
be honest I thought that 
team would really feel the 
affects of the season before, 
winning 21 games with those 
16 seniors,” said Scanlon. 
“But then we started to 
catch fire. Cam, Andrew and 
Dalton came out flying and 
Joe was huge for us. He did- 
n’t see all that many shots 
every game, but he made 
game turning saves for us 
night after night. That team 
just didn’t give up - we did a 
great job of keeping it the 
one game at a time attitude 
and they just tried to focus 
on going out and getting 
that next team. Plus we had 
Hurley and Malone back 
there and both of those guys 


were really good. It was a’ 


fun season - I think we just 
kept chipping away.” 

The season started off very 
strong for the Wildcats, who 
won 11 of its first 12.games, 
defeating Masconomet and 
North Andover in exciting 
one goal games, as well as 
knocking off Lynnfield 3-0, 
and ending in ties with 
Winthrop and Newburyport, 
two extremely talented 
squads. The second half of 
the season was just as good 
as Wilmington continued to 
pile up wins, including more 
gut-renching victories over 
Masconomet, Peabody, 
Lynnfield and Tewksbury, 
while falling to Newburyport 
in a terrific battle. And after 
the Newburyport loss and 
before the win over 
Tewksbury,’ Wilmington 
knocked off North Reading 
to win its fourth straight 
league title. 

“We had quite the season,” 
said Scanlon. “It was a good 
year and certainly was 
unexpected. To win the 
league for the tenth time, 
and fourth time in a row and 
leave the league on top like 
we did, was special. But we 
had a great time in that 
league - we had a lot of real- 
ly good rivalries. It was cer- 
tainly a challenge compet- 
ing in the Cape Ann 
League.” 

That 16-2-2 regular season 
record was enough to give 
the Wildcats the No. 1 seed 
in the Division 2 North sec- 
tional tournament for the 
second straight year. After 
receiving a first round bye, 
the Wildcats faced a very 
pesky Danvers Falcons 
squad for a first round 
match-up. Danvers was the 
No. 16 seed at 9-6-5, and just 
edged out Lynnfield, 2-1 in 
overtime in its preliminary 
game. Wilmington came out 
with a 4-2 win over Danvers. 

“We didn’t play well in that 
first tournament game with 
Danvers,” said Scanlon. “We 


always seem to struggle in 
that first tournament 
game.” 

But the 42 win put the 
Wildcats into the quarterfi- 
nal round where it faced 
Masconomet for the third 
time in the _ season. 
Wilmington jumped out to a 
3-0 lead and were cruising 
with that lead midway 
through the third period 
before the Chieftains scored 
three goals, including tying 
the game up right at the 
buzzer as regulation ended. 

“T still say to this day that 
the puck didn’t go in,” said 
Scanlon. 

After coughing up a three- 
goal lead, Wilmington 
stormed back in overtime as 
Rolli scored the overtime 
winner with 6:45 left, giving 
Wilmington its 18th and 
most exciting victory of the 
season - and its third over a 
very strong Masco club. 

“I was so proud of my kids 
that night,” said Scanlon. 
“They could have easily 
been all shook up when 
overtime started, all jittery 
because we were up 3-0 and 
Masco came back to tie it 
up. That was a high octane 
game. Masco came back 
scored, scored the second 
time and then got that third 
one, which I still say wasn’t 
in, and before overtime, my 
kids could have easily been 
rattled and packed it in. 
They could have been feel- 
ing bad about themselves, 
but instead we took it right 
to them and got that goal. It 
was a lot of fun, but defi- 


“Nitely teo close for comfort.” 


That overtime victory put 
Wilmington in the sectional 
semi-finals against a very 
fast, energetic and crafty 
Saugus team. This time 
Wilmington took a backseat 
and were defeated 5-1 end- 
ing its marvelous season. 

“We didn’t play well in that 
one,” said Scanlon. “You 
can’t have bad games in the 
state tournament. I know 
the kids were disappointed 
as we would have loved to 
have faced Tewksbury 
again, but we just didn’t 
play well.” 

That loss ended the team’s 
season at 18-2-2, but no one 
could have expected the 
team to reach the sectional 
semi-finals, no one could 
have expected 18 wins and a 
league title either - all of 
that coming with a second 
forward line comprised of 
three freshmen, and a team 
that entered the season very 
young and inexperienced, 
and inexperienced playing 
together. But as he has done 
for 20 years, Steve Scanlon 
somehow manages to put all 
of the ingredients together 
in a big bowl and form a 
winning club, again getting 
everything he possibly can 
out of each and every player

Scanlon wins 250th game as Wildcats skate past Peabody

PEABODY - Despite not 

having five regulars in the 
line-up between injuries and 
suspensions, the Wilmington 
High School Boys Hockey 
team has continued to right 
off the ship during the early 
portion of the 2011’-12 season, 
and defeated Peabody, 2-1, in 
a. back-and-forth non-league 
game played Friday night at 
the Peabody Arena. 
The Wildcats outshot the 
Tanners 36-16 and received 
goals from Anthony 
and Cody 
McGowan, the latter coming 
off a trick play off a face-off 
with under three minutes left 
in the game, to come away 
with the victory, and more 
importantly the win was the 
250th in the 20-plus career of 
head coach Steve Scanlon. 

“It wasn’t the uae of 


wins but under the circum- 
stances it was a good win,” 
said Scanlon. “I thought the 
effort was there - we killed 
them in shots.

happy with the win.” 
Naturally Scanlon was 
thrilled about reaching a new 


milestone, win number 250 as 
he improves to 250-143-41 dur- 
ing his tenure as head coach 
dating back to the 1991-’92 


season. 

“It’s great. It’s always nice 
to get (a milestone win),” he 
said. “It just means that you 
have been here for a long 
time, and you have a lot of 
good players and a lot of help 
along the way.” 

Peabody struck first scoring 
on its first shot of the game - 
- after Wilmington started off 
with a 7-0 edge in shots — as 
Wilmington turned the puck 
over in its own end, and

(15 saves) to give the Tanners 
a 1-0 lead just 4:43 into the 
contest. 

Peabody had a_ golden 
chance to go up by two goals 
with under four minutes to go 
as another turnover by 
Wilmington gave Peabody’s 


Matt MclIsaac a_ partial 
breakaway and as he closed 
into Foley, he was tripped up 
by Wilmington defenseman 
Brian Pickett for a penalty. 
The Wildcats killed off the 
penalty and trailed 1-0 after 
the first intermission despite 
holding a 15-1 edge in shots. 
After Wilmington’s Joe 
Russell nailed the crossbar in 
the first minute of the second 
period, the momentum con- 
tinued to stay in 
Wilmington’s corner as the 
Wildcats went on the power 
play at the 3:53 mark.

“Losing Vinny is obviously 
going to really, really hurt 
us but as long as we can 
play some tough defense, 
we’re going to be in every 
game but we just have to 
fight, fight and fight,” said 
Maiella.

"It was really disappoint- 
ing. We didn't play overall 
too well as a team, but I 
thought I did pretty well to 
end out my college career," 
he said. 

And he did play well. He 
made seven saves in the 
defeat. Lynn scored the 
game-winning goal in the 
84th minute and outshot 
Franklin Pierce 17-6. 

Papageorgiou was a wall 
throughout the entire sea- 
son. He had 13 shutouts and 
didn't give up a goal in the 
playoffs until his last game. 
And he earned plenty of hon- 
ors even before the All- 
American announcement. 
He was named to the 2011 
CoSIDA Academic  All- 
District I Team in November 
after posting a 3.40 GPA in 


the classroom. The sports 
and recreation major was 
also named the Northeast-10 
Conference Goalkeeper of 
the Year earlier that month 
by the league’s head coach- 
es. 

But being named All- 
American certainly was spe- 
cial and it was something 
Papageorgiou said was in 
the back of his mind at the 
beginning of the season. 

"In my head I wanted to be 
(an All-American),” he said. 
“I knew I could. I just had to 
go out there and work hard 
for it. It wasn't just me. It 
was my teammates in front 
of me that helped me too." 

Papageorgiou said he 
entered this season with 
more team-oriented goals 
than individual ones. Of 
course, he wanted to do the 
best he could on the field. 
That meant playing hard 
and not giving up goals. But 
he also said that his team 
strived to win both the 
league and Northeast-10 
Conference Championship. 

Both those goals were 
achieved, and Papageorgiou 
was a major reason why. He 
made seven saves in his 
team’s 2-1 victory over Le 
Moyne in early November to 
wrap up his team’s perfect 
season. They had clinched 
the regular season crown 
the previous game. 

He followed that up by 
shutting out Southern New 
Hampshire University 1-0 in 
the Northeast-10 Conference 
Championship game, mak- 
ing a key save at the end to 
preserve the victory. 

The Ravens nearly perfect 
year is the lasting memory 
Papageorgiou says he will 
cherish the most from his 
time at Franklin Pierce. 

“Definitely this year after 
winning all the awards,” he 
said: “We pretty much went 
undefeated until our final 


game. This final year was 


really memorable." 

Papageorgiou had plenty 
of memories to choose from 
as he had been a Franklin 
Pierce standout from nearly 
his first day on campus. A 
Boston Globe and Boston 
Herald ll-scholastic at 
Wilmington High School, he 
began playing almost imme- 
diately at Franklin Pierce, 
starting in 18 of 19 matches 
his freshman year. By the 
fifth game of that year he 
was his team’s full-time 
starter. He was named 
Northeast-10 "Goalkeeper of 
the Week" once and NE-10 
Freshman of the Week four 
times as a freshman. 

Last year he finished with 
a 17-2-2 record and was 
named to the 2010 
Daktronics All-East team 
with a 0.53 goals against 
average and 11 shutouts. 

He said he needed to put in 
plenty of work the last four 
years to stay on top of his 
game. 

"Just (by) following the 
game and watching it on 
TV,” he said. “Constantly 
practicing and working on 
my weaknesses in a way. So 
just working on a lot of rep- 
etition and getting in games 
and staying fit." 

Papageorgiou isn’t ready 
to hang up his cleats quite 
yet. During his school’s win- 
ter break he’s been training 
for North American Soccer 
League tryouts. The NASL is 
second on the U.S. soccer 
tier below MLS. 

He said his goal is to hope- 
fully earn a contract after 
the tryouts. 

"T've been going to the gym 
and staying fit. There's actu- 
ally a reason why I'm stay- 
ing fit. I'm going to a com- 
bine next week down in 
Florida for three days. So 
I'm trying to just stay fit for 
that and get ready for that."

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New policies aim at local athletes 
for concussion safety and education

School districts around the 
Middlesex East region, and 
the state, are preparing poli- 
cies that dictate how their 
school and athletic programs 
will handle concussions suf- 
fered by students. 

Lawmakers in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut all passed 
new laws in 2010 designed to 


jul lle Sd , a 


ensure student athletes who 
suffer suspected concussions 
get proper treatment and do 
not return to action too quick- 
ly. The law requires education 
for coaches, parents, . volun- 
teers and young athletes 
regarding the signs and symp- 
toms of concussion, guidelines 
for managing a concussion, 
and information on the risks 
and consequences of not tak- 
ing action. 
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The Reading public schools 
held the first reading of its 
new policy earlier this month. 

Massachusetts’ law 
became effective July 19, 2010. 
In accordance with the Code 
of Massachusetts Regulations 
(105 CMR 201 Head Injuries 
and Concussions in 
Extracurricular Activities), 
all schools and school dis- 
tricts must have a concussion 
prevention and treatment pol- 
icy in place by Jan. 1, 2012 

On playing fields across 
the country, increased aware- 
ness about the serious long- 
term impacts of sports con- 
cussions is changing attitudes 
about this injury, once casual- 
ly dismissed by players, par- 
ents and coaches alike. 

The Massachusetts Sport 
Concussion Law requires any 
athlete with a possible concus- 
sion be immediately removed 
from a practice or game. They 
cannot resume playing with- 
out written permission from a 
doctor. 

When a review of the 
Reading concussion policy 
was held, Reading Athletic 
Director Phil Vaccaro and 
Director of Nurses Lynn Dunn 
spoke about the new rules. 

Vaccaro said, “Safety is of 
utmost concern. Before a 
child can participate in any 
sports, he or she must com- 
plete a form. The students and 
parents must take an on-line 
concussion course.” He also 
said that the district needs to 
know if the student has had a 
concussion outside of the time 
with the Reading schools. 

Vaccaro went on to say 
that, “If any injury occurs to 
the head at all the coach or 
adult at the event sends a 
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form to Lynn Dunn. Before the 
student can participate, they 
must have medical clearance. 
In order for the student to 
return to the sport, all forms 
must be completed.” 

The student is in a holding 
pattern until everything is in. 
Dunn said, “It seems like a lot, 
but, in the long run. it is 
worthwhile.” 

Massachusetts law has 
‘return-to-play’ guidelines and 
requires concussion aware- 
ness training for all coaches, 
trainers, athletic directors, 
parent volunteers, school 
nurses and even marching 
band directors. Parents or 
guardians of the estimated 
165,000 public school students 
who play extracurricular 
sports must also be educated 
about concussions. 

A 2009 survey by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health found that more 
than 18 percent of student ath- 
letes in Massachusetts report- 
ed receiving at least one blow 
to the head in the previous 12 
months and_ experiencing 
symptoms such as loss of con- 
sciousness, memory problems, 
blurry vision, headaches or 
nausea. 

Covering all sports pro- 
grams from sixth graders on 
up for schools that are mem- 
bers of the Massachusetts 


Interscholastic Athletic 
Association, the law mandates 
the following: 


eEveryone involved with a 
program - coaches, volun- 
teers, players and players’ 
parents, included - must par- 
ticipate in a state-approved 
concussion-awareness _pro- 
gram before each season. 
There are two online courses 
(one run by the Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention, the other by the 
National Federation of State 
High School Associations) 
which satisfy this require- 
ment. Schools also can craft 
their own programs; many 
have incorporated concussion 
discussions into their regular 
preseason get-togethers with 
parents. 

Players must file a history 
of head injuries with the 
school before each season. 

eAny player 
suspected/diagnosed with a 
concussion must be removed 
from practice or a game 
immediately and is ineligible 
to return for the rest of the 
day. In fact, a concussed play- 
er can only rejoin competition 
when he or she has been 
cleared, in writing, by a doc- 
tor, or by an athletic trainer in

Mission Impossible: 
Ghost Protocol is the fourth

The 
Russians are furious, and 
the U.S. government has 
disowned IMF altogether. 

Essentially, Ethan and 
his crew, without outside 
help, have to intercept the 
Russian nuclear terrorist 
Cobalt (Michael Nyqvist) 
before he acquires the abili- 
ty to use the nuclear launch 
codes he stole from the 
Kremlin.

The film is a pure adren- 
aline rush, and well worth 
the cost of admission. In a 
season filled with family 
movies, this one includes all 
the stunts you would expect 
from a mid-summer block- 
buster. 


"Alvin and the 
Chipmunks: Chip-Wrecked" 
is an uninspired and forget- 
table film, unless you are 
eight years old or under. But 
it completely succeeds by 
setting its own goals fairly 
low - being an 87-minute dis- 
traction for kids that will 
likely rake in millions. 

In this third installment, 
the Chipmunks (Alvin, 
Simon and Theodore) and 
their female counterparts 
the Chipettes return, and so 
does Dave (Jason Lee), who 
was limited to a _ short 
cameo in the second movie. 

A cruise goes wrong, and 
all of the lovable rodents 
end up shipwrecked on an 
island filled with movie 
cliches, complete with a 
delusional castaway and 
active voleano. It would not 
be a surprise at all if 
Gilligan and the Skipper 
made an appearance on the 
island, it’s that familiar. 

Still, the movie does have 
a certain amount of genius. 
There is something in this 
film for everyone. 

For kids, there’s plenty of 
slapstick comedy. 

For parents, there’s plen- 
ty of seemingly random and 
somewhat dated pop culture 
references. During an early 
hang-gliding scene, Alvin 
says, "I can see Russia from 
here!" Another chipmunk 
references the Dos Equis 
"most interesting man in 
the world" commercials. 

_David Cross returns as 
the record executive who 
tried to enslave the 
Chipmunks. Cross is the 
rare type of actor who not 
only survives appearances 
in bad movies but becomes 
funnier in ridiculous scenes. 

This third film in the 
series about the singing 
chipmunks and their exas- 
perated but perpetually for- 
giving human father Dave is 
a little brighter and sweeter 
than its predecessors. It 
tones down the slapstick 
and potty humor, meriting a 
family-friendly G rating.

The type of movie that 
‘New Year’s. Eve’ is - a 
parade of top stars, all play- 
ing brief roles in small sto- 
rylines that all circle 
around a central theme or 
event - is usually a waste of 
time. This one is a little bet- 
ter than most, likely thanks 
to the comedic storytelling 
expertise of director Garry 
Marshall. 

‘New Year's Eve’ cele 
brates love, hope, forgive- 
ness, second chances and 
fresh starts, in the inter- 
twining stories told amidst 
the pulse and promise of 
New York City on the most 
dazzling night of the year. 

Marshall gets good per- 
formances from some mem- 
bers of his cast, like Zac 
Efron, Katherine Heigl, Jon 
Bon Jovi, and ~Michelle 
Pfeiffer, doing her best to 
imitate a Diane Keaton 
from about 20 years ago. 

The overall plot (if you 
can call it that) involves 
several smaller storyline 
(eight in all) about people 
on New Year's Eve, lossely 
tied together by Hilary 
Swank's Herculean effort to 
get the big ball fixed so it 
can drop on time. There are 
so many stars in this film, it 
would be tough to mention 
them all in the space provid- 
ed here. 

Several of the subplots 
are as follows: 

One pregnant couple 
(Jessica Biel and Seth 
Meyers) battle another 
(Sarah Paulson and Til 
Schweiger) to see who can 
win the $25,000 prize for 
delivering the first baby of 
2012. At the same hospital is 
a patient dying of cancer 
(Robert De Niro) who jus 
wants to live long enough to 
see the New year’s ceremo- 
ny one last time. 

Elsewhere in the Big 
Apple, a record label 
employee (Pfeiffer) strikes 
a deal with a courier 
(Efron), whereby she’ll give 
him passes to’ the. city’s:

The film is intended to be 
a romantic comedy. But sev- 
eral times its punch lines 
and musical numbers fall 
flat, and its large list of 
characters can sometimes 
work against it (the celebri- 
ty cameos, at some point 
not too far into the movie, 
begin to serve as more of a 
distraction than an asset to 
the plot).

made 49 saves for the Jumbos. 
That remains one of the 25 


best single-game totals in 


team history and was a sign of 
saves to come. 

On Dec. 3 at home against 
Middlebury, Barchard made a 


glove save at 9:02 of the sec- 
ond period for the 2,167th stop 
of his career. With it, he 
became the team's all-time 
leader in saves. Finishing 
with 41 against the Panthers, 
he currently has a total of 
2,188 heading into this coming 
weekend's games against 
Bowdoin and Colby. That sur- 
passed the 2,166 saves made 
by his predecessor in the 
Jumbo net, James Kalec, 
from 200408. 

A workhorse in the net, 
Barchard reached the total in 
just two-plus seasons. He led 
the New England Small 
College Athletic Conference in 
saves with 862 as a freshman 
in 2008-09, when he played in 
24 of the team's 25 games. He 
again played in 24 of 25 games 
as a sophomore in 2009-10 and 
led the nation with 986 saves. 
He became Tufts Hockey's 
first-ever All-American that 
season. Last year he was 
injured four games into the 
Jumbos' 2010-11 campaign and 
made 116 saves. Seven games 
into his senior season this 
year, Barchard has 221 saves. 

More impressive than the 
amount of saves that 
Barchard has accumulated is 
the frequency with which‘he's 
made them. His .927 save per- 
centage in 2008-09 ranked 
ninth nationally. He led the 
nation with a .939 save per- 
centage in 2009-10. He was at 
.929 during his injury-short- 
ened junior season, and is at 


.925 so far this year. Barchard 
currently owns an excellent 
.932 career save percentage, 
stopping 2,188 of the 2,344 
shots that he's faced. He's 
allowed 159 goals in 3,418:01 of 
ice time, good for a 2.79 goals 
against average. 

Barchard owns 12 of the 
team's top 25 best single-game 
saves totals, including the 
Jumbo record of 63 saves at 
Saint Anselm on December 5, 
2009 when he was a sopho- 
more. Nine times he's been 
credited with 50 or more 
saves. With a good, young 
defense in front of him this 
season, it's unlikely the sturdy 
6-foot, 195-pound goalie will 
need to make that amount of 
stops in a game again.

Most of us have seen the commercials: “I lost 100 pounds 
and so can you!” 


Most of us have also heard, “I just gained all of the 
weight back shortly after I completed the program.” 

What we don’t see a lot of is real people entering a pro- 
gram to make permanent lifestyle changes that lead to 
weight loss and healthy, active lives. That is the philosophy 
supported by the Winchester Hospital’s Weight 
Management Program. 

Established in 1987, Winchester Hospital’s Weight 
Management Program is staffed by registered dietitians 
who educate and support members in “nutrition education, 
lifestyle modification and the structure of meal replace- 
ments, to help achieve weight loss ... [and] provide the 
skills for long-term weight management.” 

Kathy Ann Gianino has been a member of the program 
since early 2010. She has lost more than 100 pounds and is 
still going. 

“It’s not about looking better, as much as it is feeling bet- 
ter,” Gianino said at a recent informational meeting. “The 
staff ... can’t be more supportive. I trust my health coach, 
Janet, to answer my questions, listen to my concerns and 
make supportive suggestions.” 


Dealing With Weight Loss 


Phase One is an extremely structured 16-week long core 
weight loss program. Members work with a dietitian to 
develop a meal plan that fits his or her goals and health sit- 
uation. Members also undergo a physical exam measuring 
weight, blood pressure, heart rate, cholesterol, and blood 
sugar to assess overall health and to provide measures for 
improvement with weight loss. 

Kathy Butler, MBA, RD, manages the program at 
Winchester Hospital. 

“Most people hear the word “diet” and cringe. This pro- 
gram provides tools and vital behaviors for success. The 
side effect of the diet is weight loss,” Butler said. “By fol- 


What's behind dental cavities? 


Cavities are a problem for adults and children alike. 
Some people seem more susceptible to cavities than others, 
and the pH of the mouth and other factors may play a role 
in the formation of cavities. 

The number of dental caries, or cavities, increases with 
age. According to the National Institute of Dental and 
Craniofacial Research, dental decay remains the most 


prevalent chronic disease in both children and adults, even 


though it is largely preventable. Although it may seem like 
children who love sugar would have the highest rate of cav- 
ities, data actually shows that 92 percent of adults in the 
U.S. age 20 to 64 have dental caries in their permanent 
teeth and an average of 3.28 missing teeth. Canadian oral 
health statistics indicate that 96 percent of adults have den- 
tal caries. 


What causes a cavity? 

Bacteria is the main culprit behind cavities. Bacteria 
migrate into the mouth and are constantly present on the 
gums, teeth and tongue. While most oral bacteria are not 
harmful, certain types can prove troublesome. Bacteria 
attach to the enamel of the teeth and eventually start to 
form a colony. Proteins present in saliva mix with the bac- 
teria, which then forms a hard layer on the tooth known as 
plaque. 

Sugar plays a role in the process because the bacteria 
use sugar as a food source. The sugar also helps them stick 
to the tooth surface, making it more difficult for bacteria to 
be cleared away with saliva. As bacteria eat the sugar, they 
produce waste, which is acidic. Over time, this dcid can 
wear away at the tough enamel on teeth, making it porous.

lowing a nutritious, filling, portion-controlled diet plan, 
participants feel satisfied and motivated by the results they 
see each week. “ 

Rick Kirmes, who joined the program in Noy., 2010, said 
his weight loss results kept him going. 

“The first week was a seven-pound drop, and the second 
week I lost four,” Kirmes said. “Even though it was diffi- 
cult, I was seeing the results. So I just separated myself. I 
avoided some of the [holiday] parties so that I could keep 
focused.” 

Kirmes said he lost 38 pounds in the first 16 weeks and 
lost more than 50 overall. 

“The more you lose, the more you get into it. You start to 
move and get exercise and you feel good,” he said. 


Maintenance 


Phase Two is called “Maintenance.” In this part of the 
program, members are taught to keep their weight at a 
healthy, manageable level through diet and exercise. 

“It is basically the same as the core program but you get 
to make decisions,” Kirmes said. 

Many weight loss programs leave dieters feeling hungry 
for most of the day, but in this program, “more is better.” 

“All my life I have battled with eating too much and now 
I eat more than most people in my family ... and I am 
lighter than many of them,” Gianino said. 

Each member is encouraged to eat as many fruits and 
vegetables as possible, improving the nutrition quality, 
fiber, and volume of the diet. The staff helps to develop an 
exercise program that gradually increases daily activity to 
help foster weight loss and management. 

Gail Kaplan, member since 2002, said she believes that 
the maintenance aspect is what makes the program at 
Winchester unique. 

“In other programs there was nothing to help you, no fol- 
low up,” she said. “This program is lose the weight and 
keep it off forever. I love that it works.” 

Kaplan said she lost 108 pounds in eight months using 
this program. 


Support 

Throughout the program, members are, at first required, 
then encouraged to attend weekly classes to help educate 
and support weight loss and maintenance. 

“IT am also impressed at how positively each person’s 
journey is praised,” Gianino said. “Each week when I go to 
class the successes are highlighted: feedback not failure, 
progress not perfection.” 

But the classes are not the only support given. Butler 
said it is about partnership. Clients have access to staff 


_ during the week by phone or e-mail to problem-solve social 


situations, recognize triggers for overeating, and cope with 
a food-filled environment. 

“When a special event or the holidays are coming, the 
staff, Nancy, Janet, and Wendy, will brainstorm with you, 
so you can create a plan to rehearse and use, that fits you 
personally,” Gianino said. 


Advice 


Each member who enters this program gains a bit of 
knowledge along the way. We have asked some of these 
members to share their advice for those considering this 
program. 

“The important part was sticking with it and going to the 
meetings and following their advice,” Kirmes said. 

“Trust your dietitian. Try different flavors and recipes,” 
Gianino said. “Also buy a pedometer and increase your 
activity gradually.” 

“Just let go and do what [the dietitians] tell you to do ... 
because it works,” Kaplan said. “It is just the best program 
that I can imagine for people that want to lose weight and 
keep it off.”

Entering, you step into a 
wide vaulted space that

transitions into a much wider 
vaulted great room.

French doors on _ the 
foyer?s right lead into a hall- 
way lined with storage closets 
and a powder room, plus a pri- 
vate den.
